A training institute at Ohio 
State University is designing 
a model. program to help 
small colleges evaluate their 
own educational offerings. 
The model program is 
being designed for pre- 
dominantly black. colleges in 
particular but might be useful 
to any small college in- 
terested in improving its 
research and development. 
program, says Dr. James B. 
Gunnell, director of the 
Academic Year Institute in 
Ohio State's College of 
Education.

purpose, graduate students —

State for these . faculty 
positions in the five black 
colleges, he said. 

The institutions involved in 
the program are: Texas 
Southern University, Houston, 
Tex.; Southern University, 
Baton Rouge, La.; Lane Col- 
lege, Jackson, Tenn.; Virginia 
State College, - Petersburg, 
Va., and Jackson State Col- 
lege, Jackson, Miss. 

Gunnell said these in- 
Stitutions, all accredited, 
were chosen because the ad- 
ministration of each ex- 
pressed interest in par- 
ticipating and the location of 
each. The five institutions are 
close to other predominantly 
black colleges and could be 
the site of a research and de- 
velopment center to help 
these other schools. 

The model program is sup- 
ported by a $95,915 grant ad- 
ministered by Ohio State, the 
training institution, from the 
U.S. Office of €ducation. 
Virginia State University ad- 
ministers a ‘second grant of 
$185,000 awarded under Title 
ill of the Higher Education 
Act of 1965, amended in 1972. 
Title 11 is aimed at helping 
developing institutions of 
higher education. 

Five teams are designing 
the model program under the 
direction of Gunnell, Dr. 
Frank S. Black, associate 
director of the institute, and 
other professors of educa- 
tional development “at Ohio 
State. Each team represents 
one of the five participating 
schools and generally in- 
cludes a liaison officer of that 
school and two graduate 
students.

The centers are designed 
to attack the poverty cycle 
which according to Sullivan 
is “the interdependence of 
Problems such as poor 
schools, sub-standard 
housing, and Unemployment 
which creates an insurmoun: 
table and self-perpetuating 
wall enclosing the poor. 
CMACAO. has some 25 dif- 
ferent programs whose goal 
is to break through this 
poverty cycle,’’ Sullivan 
Stated, “and each center will 
help the individual get into 
the program which is most 
important for him to fight his 
Poverty. As often as possible, 
we try to establish program 
linkage to deal with the 
multitude of problems that 
may be keeping the person in 
Poverty.” 

Among the services which 
the poor have access to 
through the. centers are: 
direct job placement and job 
training, senior citizens 
Programs, youth programs, 
housing, and alcoholism 
program, CMAGAO's Federal 


Credit’ Union, day care 


referral, family Planning 
counseling and a number of 
other programs. 

“We can also serve as an 


advexe stor individuats,”’ - 


Sullivan continued; “with the 
idea of providing the missing 
link between city hall and 
other social welfare agen- 
cies and their constituents.”

In addition to the provision 
of these. services, Sullivan 
believes that the centers are 
equally important in terms of 
getting the poor to become 
involved in the development 
of the community. “The way 


the problems comprising the 
poverty cycle mount up, it's 
really hard for the poor not to 
become resigned: to their 
Poverty,”’ he said. “We've set 
up a self-help situation where 
the poor have definite 
responsibility for the 


provision of our. services to 
help them fight ‘this 
resignation.” 

Each center has an ad- 
visory council composed of 
area residents which deter- 
-“mines the priorities of the 
center with the technical 
assistance-ofthe SiincAc 
staff.“Often one’of the major 
hurdles“ for: the ‘poor is for 
them to regain the feeling 
that they have some contro!

Like most people, | 
was stunned when | heard the news-about Jackie's death. 
Although | was aware that Jackie was il! and losing his eye 
sight, didn’t tealize his condition was that serious. 

Jackie won many honors during his 10 years with the 
Dodgers. Many fans are familiar with the fact that he was the 
Rookie of the year in 1947, the National League's Most 
Valuable Player in 1949, National League Batting Champion

Robinson was buried in Brooklyn within the shadows of 
Ebbets Field, the batl diamond where he made history. The 
funeral procession weaved its way through Harlem on the 
way to the grave site. 

From my corner, Jackie Robinson did more to make 
baseball an All-American sport than any individual in the 
20th century. He not only opened the doors in the sports 
world, but in many other areas. 

When Jackie died last week, the Los Angeles County 
Board of Supervisors ordered flags lowered to half-staff at all 
county government buildings. Mayor Yorty of Los Angeles 
also ordered all flags on city buildings to be flown at half 
mast. 

Jackie was the first UCLA athlete to win four letters in one 


year. He won letters in football, basketball, track and 
baseball. In’ 1962 he was named UCLA “Alumnus of the 
Year." a

It happened at Shibe Park, 
Phiifadelphia, September 30, 
1951. The,,Brooklyn Dodgers 
had led the league from early 
season on. In the middle of 
August, they were’so far out 
front that Leo Durocher 
couldn't even see the 
Brooklyn bat-boy with a 
telescope, The baseball 
scribes. called this outfit, 
“The Greatest’ Team ‘in 
National League History.” 
Brooklyn had power in every 
department of play; and the 
cognizance of the betting 
world had tabbed them as 20- 
1 favorites to cop the flag. 

And then the unbelievable 
happened. The Giants, in 
second place, kept on win- 
ning; and the invincible 
Dodgers kept on losing. And 
when the final’ day” of the 
season rolled around, the 
Giants and the Brooklyn 
Dodgers wound up in the 
column. scoring, even steven.

Drug Killings Must Stop 


In early January, 1971, Columbus 
awoke to hear of the gruesome 
slayings of two young black’ men. 


- The victims, both from out of the 


city, were gunned down in a 
Franklin Ave. apartment. 

Their assailant, as * homicide 
detectives had theorized, confessed 
that he killed the two men over a 
narcotics sales transaction. 

Just as the city was preparing to 
welcome in the Christmas Holiday 
Season last December, one of the 
most enterprising, popular young 
black businessmen of the city was 
found murdered in: his grocery 
store. 

When his ‘three accused 
executors were apprehended, two 
of them attributed the startling 
killing to a dispute concerning the 
_payment of a narcotics shipment. 

Seon after that, a 19 year old 


val visitor was. shot to death after being 
“pared into<an: 


‘alley to make 6ontact 


with a reputed narcotics pusher. 
Early Sunday morning, Oct. 22, in 
an alley, not more than a few blocks

from where the four killings oc- 
cured, the lives of two other young 
black men_were snuffed out by 
blazing gunfire. 

Both of these unfortunate victims 
have frequently volunteered their 
services to a drug treatment center 
and- were obviously known- among 
some of the addicts who were 
treated at the center. 

When will this senseless, bar- 
baric slaughtering stop, we ask? 
Should these wretchedly weak drug 
addicts be blamed or-is it a reflec- 
tion of the shortcomings and short- 
sightedness of society? 

As we reflect soberly on the bur- 
ning questions, we confess that the 
answers are far beyond our know- 
ledge. But we submit that the 
problem has become so acute, so 
open and widespread, that. it 
warrants the immediate and. con- 
stant attention of the parents of

Next Tuesday, Ohio voters will be 
privileged to do something that’s only 
been done once before in the history of 
the state . .. elect a black Justice to the 
Ohio Supreme Court. 

Robert M. Duncan, a black Columbus 
Republican, did it in 1970 when he led 
the judiciary ticket. However, it should 
be pointed out that he had no opposi- 
tion in either the prenerres or the 
general election. 

Lloyd O. Brown, a fortier Cleveland 
Municipal Court judge, was appointed 
to the court to succeed Duncan. A’ 
Democrat, Brown is not so fortunate as 
his predecessor, for he not only has op- 
position but he is up against a can- 
didate whose name has appeared on 
the statewide ballot several pees 
before. 
ponent is also named Brown. Paul Ww. 
Brown, a Republican, is a former 
Justice on the Supreme Court. He 
resigned from the court to accept the 


appointment of Attorney General. While 


holding this office, he became am- 
bitious in 1970 and made an unsuc- 
cessful run for the Republican guber- 
natorial nomination.

The Reluctant Dragon 


“To be or not to be” 

This classic sentence, from one of 
William Shakespeare's immortal 
dramas, is echoing around the world! 
this week after the revelation by the. 
North Vietnamese government that it 
has reached a tentative peace 
agreement with the United States to 
~ end the war, and to all intents and pur- 
jposes, put the final blow to the 
ipresidential aspirations of Senator 
(George McGovern. 

To indicate the merry-go-round 
nature of the conflict in Vietnam over 
the past 18 years, it appears that all the 
parties concemed, the U.S., Hanoi and 
Saigon, have gone back to the fun- 
damental arrangements made those 
long years ago in 1954 under the 
Geneva, Switzerland accords that saw 
France bow out of its futile effort to 
hold contro! by might of arms over what 
was then a united country, determined 
to throw out its colonial masters. 

Americans generally are hailing the 
news that Peace-ike the once-touted 
Prosperity-is just around the corner, but 
at least two voices have been raised in 
,unhappy notes. 

The first, and most raucus, of course, 
is that of South Vietnam's President 
Nguyen Van Thieu, who has accepted 
the reported settlement with great 
reluctance, since, once signed and 
sealed, it foreshadows his ultimate 
removal from power, or at best an 
almost disastrous dilution of that 
power. 

But for all of his insistence that he 
will have the last word in the com- 
pletion of such an agreement, and for 
all his threats that unless he is satisfied

Should the hg tay sa agreed to by 
the Communists and-the U.S. take ef- 
fect within the next few days before the 


. 
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November 7 election, Nixon will have 
‘accomplished what George McGovern 
has promised to do, if elected, and 
probably has done so without stopping 
to the “begging” that his Democrat op- 
ponent had said was “better than 
bombs” if need be. 

And you may be sure that if the 
solution fits into the’ Nixon political 
strategy, as it seems well designed to 
do, neither Thieu or any of his suppor- 
ters are going to get very far in op- 
position. Frankly, the South Vietnamese 
President will be lucky to escape with a 
whole skin, and a half measure of his 
former power. 


Because of its tightly-controlled 
press, the South Vietnamese people 
probably know less about the terms of 


_ the agreement than do Americans, but 


they, know that their President is not en- 
thusiastic about the terms of the pact, 
but know also that Thieu will have-tittle 
or no real choice about putting his 
signature to the treaty once the U.S. ap- 
plies the pressure. 


Frankly, while Thieu talks about the 
people of South Vietnam being solidly 
behind him, the truth is that the Viet- 
namese are, and long have been a 
divided people, with dissatisfaction so 
rife that the nation wag torn by a civil 
war until the U.S. decided to pick up 


- the pieces left by France and interfere 


on the side of first Ngo Dinn Diem, 
eventually assassinated, and then that 
of Thieu, both virtual dictators backed 
by the elite “Christian” upper classes 
of the country.

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Large Black Vote Crucial 


As the election campaign speeds to 
its conclusion it is more apparent than, - 
every that the stakes are high,for black 
people. The candidates seeking our 
votes have the power to put this coun- 
try on the course of constructive 
change. or to seal the death of the 
Second Reconstruction, with all that 
implies for the well-being of blacks and 
other minorities. 

As in any election campaign, par- 
tisans of both sides have made the case

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important it is for black people to How 
up at the election booth and have their 
bailots counted -- no matter whom they 
vote® for. 

The importanes <4-2iu' LACK Voleapees: 
in its very. existence. The larger the 
black vote, the more important it 
becomes to politicians of all parties. 

It has been clearly established that 
black voters hold the balance of power 
in close elections. In many large in- 
dustrial states, black ballots can swing 
the states’ electoral votes to a can- 
didate. In_races for state and local of- 
fices, this swing power is even more 
profound. 

e Too many people don't think this will 

matter this year. They have been lulled 
by the polls into thinking their can- 
didates hasn't got a chance, or that 
their candidate is an easy winner who 
won't need their votes. 

That kind of thinking hurts all black 
people for several- reasons. First, an 
election isn't over until the votes are 
counted. There have beeh enough up- 
sets in our history to know that in 
politics nothing can be taken for gran- 
ted. That's why both sides are hustling 
to get out the vote on Election Day. 
They Know that premature confidence 
or disappointment can mean an upset 
at the polls. 

Another reason applies especially to 
black people. The voting booth has 
been slammed closed on us for most of 
our history. In fact, it is still less than a 
decade ago that blacks in many parts of 
the South were- guaranteed the right to 
vote. We got the right because brave 
men spoke out and demonstrated and 
were beaten and killed so that we could 


| think that ‘Black people have the un- 
fortunate tendency in these times to 
believe that they do not have sufficient 
power to re-direct and change the 
course of events and times in this coun- 
—try-It-is-a-pervading-gloorn_ and despair 
which has also spread in the black 
community as well. as the white com- 
munity that there is nothing that can be 
done to change America..frorm.ite. pee 
nicious ways. 
| would say that this gloom is much 
more pervasive in the white com- 
munities than in the black communities. 
But it.is aprending like a plague all over 


great deal of sonar and hopelessness 
among the. American electroate. 

The real question this year in the 
election is not only a matter of choice 
between Nixon and McGovern but a 
choice of the American people, Blacks 
in particular, on exerting their power of 
decision or resorting to a sense of 
hopelessness. | think this is the real 
question before us. 

lf our choice is really between a 
sense of hopelessness or a recognition 
of our power. Then the second most im- 
portant consideration is who, among 
the American people, are the most 
predisposed to making choices that will 
save America. It is my thesis that those 
‘who are more capable of making the 
right choices are those who live in the 
Black community. 

And the third consideration is that 
the black community does wield suf- 
ficient power to tilt the balance of 
division and the determine the right 
course for American life and its future. 


This, means that Black people have’ 


much more power than they think they 
have. That Black people must stand up 

and be counted, This also means that 
Black people must not submit to the 
gloom doom that is so ubiquitous in 
American life today.

Black people simply don't. have the 
juxury of going fishing on Election Day. 
Political leaders are shrewd men. When 
they see figures reflecting high votér 
turnouts in black districts, they are im- 
pressed, whether the ‘vote is for or 
against them. If it is for them, they are 
under an obligation to deliver on their 
promises. If it is against them, they still 
can be moved to sit up and take notice 
of a large, organized opposition that 
has to be wooed and granted con- 
cessions. Every politician knows that 
this election is but a prelude to the next 
one. Show him a big voter turnout and 
‘he'll start listening, even if he doesn't 
want to.

Though one family in eight is 
threatened with a possible Rh problem, 
luckily the problem is met in only about 
one out of every 200 births. The reason 
for this is that the mother and infant 
have separate blood supplies and their 
blood circulates separately, so their 
blood rarely mix. 

Sometimes, however, blood can leak 
from the baby to the mother, or the 
other way around. When it does, there 
is. trouble. 

When a mother's Ri fegative cells 
meet the baby’s Rh positive blood, the 
mother's body produces antibodies, her 
chemical disease this reaction is fine 
and protects the body against viruses 
ahd bacteria. But---the reaction is auto- 
matic and, unfortunately in the case of 
Rh_blood.cells,-it works no-matter how. | 
healthy the baby is. If the mother's 
negative cells mingle with the baby's 
positive blood, the antibodies develop 
and the baby's blood is gradually 
destroyed. This loss’ of blood causes 
the baby to make :new red blood cells 
faster and they are sent into cirulation 
only partially formed. 

Until World. War || mothers who 
developed antibodies had little hope of 
delivering healthy babies. Today a num- 
ber of methods enable phsicians to 
know whether the mother is forming 
antibodies, how seriously her baby is 
affected. whether the baby will need a 
fresh supply of blood to overcome the 
blood destruction set off by the 
mother's antibodies. 

We will describe those methods, and 
other advances which make it possible 
for many Rh negative mothers to deliver 
healhty children, in our next column.

Color In-Pianning Meals 

Some nutritionists suggest 
color as an approach to plan- 
ning meals of adequate 
nutrition. The idea is to com- 
bine the reds of meats, the 
whites of milk and cream, or. 
the golds of cheese with the 
greens and yellows of 
vegetables and the whites 


“and browns of céreals and 


bread. 

Proper selection of foods 
from the four food groups 
should help you satisfy your 
daily nutrient needs and at 
the same time provide the 
color and variety-so important 


_to appetizing meals. 


‘What if you. don't like three 
meals a day?. 

This is a hassle in many 
families. There certainly need 
be no set rule in your family, 
provided the mechanics of 
varying the number of meals 
can be worked out. What | 
mean is, one member may 
prefer to eat 5 or 6 smaller 
meals and nutritionists would 
say “okay.” Probably the 
worst pattern for one to adopt 
is no breakfast, little lunch 
and then a big dinner. That 
should be discouraged 
because the body needs its 
nutrients all the time, not just 
in big deliveries made once a 
day. Some families eliminate 
monotony by varying the size 
of meals - such as a heavier 
weekend lunch, then a light 
dinner or supper. 

The other thoughts | have
